Salv age Committee Chairman Wylie T. Corbett was pre­ 
sented with a gold medal by the State Salv age Commit­ 
tee for a good job done. The medal was deserv ed and 
Warren county folk who observ ed the job performed by 
Mr. Corbett feel that a diamond should also hav e 
graced the medal. The award is made by the state for 
5000 hours of work, but those familiar with what Mr.

The canning center 
was made possible by use of the funds collected by the 
Salv age Group which paid the bills.

Harrisburg

000 eggs was only I per cent over 
September, 
due to seasonal de­ 
clines, the State Department of 
Agriculture has announced through 
a survey by the Federal-State Crop 
Reporting Service. 
Production for 
the month of October was l l per 
cent below 
that for the 
same 
month last year. 
Feed costs are increasing and in 
some localities corn and wheat for 
grain feeding are hard to obtain, 
the department said. 
Commercial 
poultry men report paying this Oc­ 
tober about 4 per cent more per 
IOO pounds for feed and receiving 
about 13 per cent more for eggs 
per dozen compared with October 
J 944. 
Feed costs advanced I per 
cent over September and eggs ad­ 
vanced .013 cents per dozen, caus­ 
ing the egg-feed ration to decline 
1 point from September I. 
The 
average price received per dozen 
was 53.7 cents. 
For the first IO months of 1945 
egg production 
in 
Pennsylvania 
was 2,109.000,000, or 13 per cent 
less than the record production for 
the same period during 1944. 
Reviewing tho national poultry 
and egg outlook, the report said 
prices received by t ai mers £or tigg^ 
in 1946 m ay be at or near support 
levels during most months, in con­ 
trast to the situation during most 
of 1945, when prices were at ceil­ 
ings.

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HONOR WELL DESERVED 
With the ending of the work of the Warren County 
Salvage Committee Chairman Wylie T. Corbett was pre­ 
sented with a gold medal by the State Salvage Commit­ 
tee for a good job done. The medal was deserved and 
Warren county folk who observed the job performed by 
Mr. Corbett feel that a diamond should also have 
graced the medal. The award is made by the state for 
5000 hours of work, but those familiar with what Mr. 
Corbett accomplished, feel that he worked nearer 10,- 
000 hours. 
He was at his office early in the morning and late at 
night. 
His telephone jangled incessantly and he was 
never too busy to go out and bring in a load of paper 
in his own car. Long after the collection of tubes for 
tooth paste and shaving cream came to an end he gath­ 
ered them up at stores and Warren county sent in thous­ 
ands of them. 
The tin can collections were magnificent and the cars 
were loaded with care, and many letters of commenda­ 
tion for the fine processing of the cans were received. 
Metals were salvaged by careful investigation into pos­ 
sible sources by Mr. Corbett personally and the reward 
was great. 
Business principles were applied to the Salvage office 
and thousands of dollars were returned to the schools, 
lodges and charities of the county. The canning center 
was made possible by use of the funds collected by the 
Salvage Group which paid the bills.

IM AGINE a city of several rnil- 
* lions—only New York and C hi­ 
cago can be m entioned in the 
same breath and Neither has a 
population that compares w ith the 
arm ed forces m ail boxes at their 
greatest. Im agine these individual 
mail boxes scattered over the 
whole world 
and changing so 
rapidly that their own commands 
lost track of them for m onths and 
even years. 
To answ er the incoming and 
outgoing mail dem ands of these 
millions before it was over, the 
APS established more than SOU 
postoffices 
in 
55 
countries. 
In 
March of 1945, these postoffices 
handled 266,000,000 pieces of mail 
—more than 50 a month for each 
soldier overseas. Money orders, 
at the rate of $55,000,000 a month, 
with a total w ell over a billion 
and a half, w ere purchased by tile 
mpn in the services. 
In spite of free mailing privi­ 
leges, the APS sold more than 


$100,000,000 worth of stamps and 
stamped envelopes. 
By end of the war, 87 per cent 
of the overseas mail was moving 
by air. Christm as a year ago, APS 
handled 60,000,000 overseas gift 
packages. When V-mail was dis­ 
continued Nov. I, 1945, more than 
a billion and a quarter letters had 
been micro-filmed to and from 
the men in service and as many 
as 60,000,000 
such 
letters 
had 
been sent and received from over­ 
seas in a single month.

known, APS also had cnarge of 
ail incoming and outgoing person­ 
al cable and radio messages from 
and to the men overseas. It also 
handled the world-wide voting 
program by which men in the 
fox-holes from Guam to beyond 
the beaches of Normandy were 
able to cast their ballots in the 
1944 elections.

and China, which they reached in 
12 and IO days respectively. Now 
Guinea and Germ any were only

never arrived at all or arrived so 
late the ink was faded and the 
paper crum bling to dust. If the 
APS has reported its figures true, 
there are better stories than that 
about the boys who were half 
way around the world but only a 
couple of airm ail weeks from 
home sweet home. 
Fellows sitting on their gals* 
front porches have waited longer 
than that for their answers to 
a proposal of m arriage.

Ample Minerals 
Since milk 
contains 
minerals, 
high-producing cows require large 
am ounts of m inerals in their feed, 
reminds 
County 
Agent 
O. 
C. 
T ritt. 
Com silage, corn 
fodder, 
and 
grains, he says, are low in m iner­ 
als. High in m inerals which dairy 
cows need are legume hays, such 
as alfalfa, clover and soybean. 
The am ount of m inerals requir­ 
ed by cows depends upon the kind 
of roughage used. Cows th a t eat 
20 to 25 pounds of good legume 
hays a day require little 
or 
no 
additional mineral, while those fed 
largely on grain, corn silage, or 
corn fodder need liberal 
am ounts 
of m ineral m atter. 
N early all needed m inerals are 
provided even in the low-mineral 
feeds, and a simple m ineral mix­ 
ture is all th at is needed in addi­ 
tion, according to extension dairy 
specialists of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
State College, 
Minerals 
usually 
deficient 
in 
dairy feeds are salt, 
phosphorus, 
and calcium. Extension dairy spec­ 
ialists say iodine should be added,1 
in the northw est section 
of 
the 
State. 
Steam ed bone meal supplies cal­ 
cium, phosphorus, and salt. Iodine 
can be provided in the 
form 
of 
iodized salt. When steam ed bone 
meal cannot be obtained, 
di-cal­ 
cium phosphate may be substitut­ 
ed. 
Superphosphates and phosphate 
rock have been found to contain 
im purities, some of them harmful, 
and should not be fed 
to cattle. ' 
Commercial m ineral m ixtures have 
been found valuable for the steam ­ 
ed bone meal, or di-calcium phos- ; 
phate and salt they contain. Dairy­ 
men are advised to study the an­ 
alysis carefully before purchasing. 
P ut the bone meal and salt in 
separate boxes where 
the 
cows 
m ay serve themselves. If they can 
get it every day or two they will 
satisfy their needs. 
For cows kept in the stall the I 
grain m ay include the 
salt 
at 
about one per cent of the grain 
m ixture, and bone meal or di-cal- 
cium phosphate m ay be added to
